While we are of course anxious to have ss nany 
subsoribers as possible for the Journal, we will, if you 
30 desire, discontinue the subsoription and continue here 
after to send you one copy as an exohange for the above 
mentioned report. 


In regard to seouring specimens of the American 
medals awarded for service in the great war, the situation 
is somewhat peculiaxy. I was myself recently in London, and 
at that time had a talk with the Gurator and Seoretary of the 
United Service Institution, whose name at the moment escapes 


my mind, regarding securing for their Museum a set of these 
medels. At that time I was quite certain that I would be 
able to get them for him becense of our Museum*s rather - 
intimate association with both the War and Navy Departments. 
Unfortunately, when I returned to this country I found that . 
the regulations had been somewhat altered in regarding to 
issuing specimens of thése,picces, and my request for the 
set was refused with the suggestion however, in the cose of — 
the Wary Repsaxrkkeat that an application from the United 
Service Institution received through diplomatic -channels 
Would be granted. In the oare of the Var Department, a 
member of the General Staff informed me that an effort was 
then being made to make arrangements for an exchange of 

Army medala between the National Museum at Washington and 
Ruropesn Museums. T understand that such an exchange has 
already been made between the Nationel Museum and the Yrench 
Sovernnent, and I presume that the Royal Mint could make a
